‘Leak’ of Documents. 

The release of the Yalta 
papers, a topi¢ of controversy 
for a decade, was forced abrupt- 
ly on the State Department after 
it became known that depart- 
ment officials had “leaked” 
them to the New York Times. 

White House officials hit the 
roof when they heard about the 
“leak,” and a decision was 
reached to release the papers in 
uncorrected galley proof form at 
once for 9 p.m. publication. It | 
had been expected that the de- 
partment would obtain British 
consent to publish the papers, 
but the “leak” precipitated the 
matter. 

The memoirs of Churchill and 
other conference participants 
have told the story of the most 
controversial deal at Yalta—the 
agreement to turn over to Rus- 
Sia islands near Japan and Man- 
churian ports in return for a So- 

viet pledge to enter the war 
against Japan. 
Pressure on Roosevelt. 


Roosevelt was disclosed to 
have operated under the urging 
of his Joint Chiefs of Staff to 
get a Russian commitment to 
enter the war. The papers con- 
firm that he made the conces-- 
sions to Stalin without prior 
consultation with Chinese lead- 
er Chiang Kai-shek on grounds 
of security. 

They show that Stalin made 
veiled threats of keeping Russia 
out of the war with Japan un- | 
less President Roosevelt agreed 
to sweeping concessions. Roose- 
velt did agree, giving Russia 
new strategic positions in the 
northwest Paéific. They also 
quote Roosevelt as being “very 
embarrassed” to yield to the 
Russian demand for Ukrainian 
and White Russian membership 
in the United Nations. This gave 
Russia three votes in the Gen- 
eral Assembly. 

‘The judgments about men and. 
people held by the three war- 
time leaders come through in 
the official papers in a bolder 
way than the memoir - writers 
dared. 

At their first meeting in. Yal- 
ta, Roosevelt told Marshal Sta- 
lin he was struck by the extent 
of German destruction in ‘the 
Crimea. It made him more 
bloodthirsty than he had been 
a year before, Roosevelt added. 

He went on to say that he 
hoped Stalin would repeat a. 
toast he made a year before to 
the execution of 50,000 officers 
of the German army. 

Stalin said the Germans were _ 
savages, and seemed to hate 
with a sadistic hatred the cre- 
ative work of human beings. 

Earlier, as a greeting, Roose- 
velt advised Stalin that he had / 
bet many times aboard ship as 
to whether the Russians would 
reach Berlin before the Amer- 
icans got to Manila, Stalin’s an- 
swer was that he was certain 
the Americans would be in Ma- 
nila first.

There followed a discussion

The President said that,he 
had been very much struck by

Marshal Stalin replied that 
because of the honest blood 
shed in fighting the Germans,

He said in the Crimea the 
Germans had been out-flanked 
and had had little time to 
carry out planned destruction, 
whereas in the Ukraine they 
had done it with method and 
calculation. He said the Ger- 
mans were savages and seemed 
to hate with a sadistic hatred 
the creative work of human 


beings. 
The President agreed with 
this. 


Marshal Stalin then inquired 


about the military situation on 


the western front. 

The President replied that 
Gen. Marshall, at the 5 o’clock 
meeting, would give a detailed 
outline of the situation and 
plans, but he would say now 


that there was an offensive 
planned for the eighth of Febru- 
ary and another on the twelfth, 
but that the main blow of the 
Anglo-American armies on the 
western front would take place 
in March. 

Marshal Stalin expressed 
gratification at this news, and 
said that Gen. Antonov of the 
Soviet general staff would give 
a detailed review of the situa- 
tion on the eastern front at the 
5 o'clock meeting. He added 
that if it’ were possible to cap- 
ture the Ruhr and Saar regions 
the Germans would be deprived 
of all sources of coal, since the 
Russians had already captured 
the Silesia basin. 

The President said he felt that 
the armies. were getting close 
enough to have contact between 
and he hoped Gen, Eisenhowen 
could communicate directly with 
the Soviet staff rather than 
through the chiefs of staff in 
London and Washington as in 
the past. 

Marshal Stalin agreed and 
thought it was very important 
and promised that the staffs 
while here would work out the 
details of this suggestion. He 
added that if the Germans were 
deprived of all their coal, since 
they were already short of 
bread, there was a possibility 
that the German collapse would 
come before absolute military 
defeat. 

The President inquired whether 
the Soviet bridgeheads across the 
Oder were sufficient for further 
offensive action, 

Marshal Stalin replied that in 
regard to these bridgeheads, of 
which .there were five or six, 
fierce battles were in progress 
on the Eastern front. 

The President said that one of 
the difficulties on the Western 
front was that we had no secure 
bridgeheads and that on thé 
upper Rhine the current was so 
strong with floating ice that it 
made it very difficult for pon- 
toon operations, but that Gen. 
Eisenhower felt once he reached 
the Rhine he would be able to 
cross it, but he did not expect 
this before March. He added 
that the British had wanted to 
make a major crossing of the 
Rhine on the north sector in 
Holland, but since we had four 
times the number of men in 
France that the British had we 
felt we were entitled to have an 
alternative, which. would be 
either through Holland or in 
the region of Mainz. 

The President then inquired 
how Marshal Stalin had gotten 
along with Gen. de Gaulle. 

Marshal Stalin replied that he 
had not found de Gaulle a very 
complicated person, but he felt 
he was unrealistic in the sense 
that France had not done very 
mueh fighting in this war and 


de Gaulle demanded full rights 
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with the Americans, British and 
Russians who had done the 
burden of the fighting. 


The President then. de- 
scribed his conversation with 
de Gaulle in Casablanca two 
years ago when de Gaulle 
compared himself with Joan 
of Arc as the spiritual leader 
of France and with Clemen- 
ceau as the political leader. 


Marshal Stalin replied that 
de Gaulle does not seem to 
understand the situation in 
France and that in actual fact 
the French contribution at the 
present time to military op- 
erations en the Western front 
was very small and that in 
1940 they had not fought at 
all.

It is not 
only a question of honor but 
of life and death for the So- 
viet state, That is why Russia 
today is against the Cvarist 
policy of abolition of Poland. 
We have completely changed 
this inhuman policy and start- 
ed a policy of friendship and 
independence for Poland. This 
is the basis of our policy and 
we favor a strong independent 
Poland ... I prefer that the 
war continue a little longer 
and give Poland compensation 
in the west at the expense of 
Germany. 


Now as a military man I must 
say what I demand of a country 
liberated by the Red army. First 
there should be peace and quiet 
in the wake of the army. The 
men of the Red army are indif- 
ferent as to what kind of gov- 
ernment there is in Poland but 
they do want one that will main- 
tain order behind the lines. 
The Lublin Warsaw government 
fulfills this role not badly. There 
are agents of the London gov- 
ernment connected with the so- 
called underground, They are 
called resistance. forces. We 
have had nothing good from them 
but much evil. So far their 
agents have killed 212 Russian 
military men. ... When I com- 
pare the agents of both govern- 
ments I find that the Lublin 
ones are useful and the others 
the contrary. ... 

Prime Minister: I must put 
on record that both the British 
and Soviet governments have 
different sources of information 
in Poland and get different 
facts. Perhaps we are mistaken 
but I do not feel that the Lublin 
government represents even one

Eden Is Quoted. 
By the Associated Press. 

Anthony Eden, British For- 
eign Minister, is quoted in the 
Yalta papers as saying in ad- 
vance of the Big Threé confer- 
ence that there was no need to 
“offer a high price” for Russian 
participation in the war against 
Japan. 

Eden is recorded as stating 
that view to then Secretary of 
State Edward R. Stettinius at a 
meeting of the British and 
American foreign secretaries and 
their staffs on Feb. 1, 1945, 
aboard the British warship Sirius. 

The minutes of the session 
quote Eden as saying the Rus- 
sians might wish for an afrange- 
ment “which would enable their 
warships to pass from the Black 
Sea (through the Turkish-con- 
trolled Dardanelles) into the 
Mediterranean in time of war.”

When the 315 Guild members 
(editorial and business em- 
ployes) went out, about the same 
number of employes belonging 
to 8 of 10 craft unions refused 
to cross the Guild’s picket lines, 

In a fetter to the Guild and 
the craft unions, Schroth said: 
“Faced with the choice of ac- 
cepting terms that would have 
doubled the great financial loss 
of 1954, or of suspending com- 
pletely, we have chosen to quit. 
In these circumstances, there is 
no hope for us. The Newspaper 
Guild problem is malignant.” 

Schroth, in announeing the 
“momentous decision” to shut 
down the 114-year-old paper,

He 
was ‘fired in 1848 for his un- 
compromising opposition to the 
extension of slavery. 

The Eagle, which is credited 
with promeéting many civic im- 
proveménts in Brooklyn in the 
last century, had been scheduled 
to move shortly from its present 
plant, which stands in the path 
of a growing civic center devel- 
opment advocated by the news- 


paper. 

Schroth did not say what 
wéuld become of the Eagle's 
physical assets. 

The Guild notified him last 
night that it expected him to 
pay $750,000 in’ séverance pay 
and accrued benefits. Schroth 
had no immediate comment. 

In listing reasons for ceasing 
publication, Schroth said “The 
only seven papers, regardless of 
size or economic strength, pay- 
ing higher wages than the Eagle 
are the seven giants of Manhat- 
tan.” 

The Guild has demanded a 
$5.80 weekly . pay increase, 
spread over two years, and im- 
provements in vacation and sev- 
erance pay provisions. Schroth 


has offered $2.40 a week over pa 
two years and suggested arbi- ;2= 


tration of the entire contract.

The minimuni wages range 
from $47.50 for copy boys to 
$131.50 for experienced report- 
ers and photographers.

In October »1939 the Eagle 
was adjudged bankrupt but pub- 
lication continued: Schroth bid 
$350,000 for the paper at a ref- 
eree’s sale in bankruptcy and 
acquired control in January

JEFFERSON CITY, March 17/| 
~The Senate today gave tempo- 
rary approval to a bill “to pro- 
tect taxpayers” against sub- 
stantially higher tax payments 
under the State Tax Commis- 
sion’s recent decision ordering 
property assessments in 26 Mis- 


souri counties, including St. 
Louis county, to be materially 
increased. 

The bill would require local 
taxing authorities, whenever the 
state tax commission orders an 
increase in property assessments 
of more than 10 per cent, to im- 
mediately reduce their tax levies 
so that the lower rates will pro- 
duce under the higher valuations 
substantially the same amount 
of revenue as before. 

The bill was approved in 
amended form by a voice vote} 
and ordered placed on the Sen- 
ate calendar for final passage, 
probably next week. It was in- 
troduced by Senator John W. 
Noble (Dem.), of Kennett, whose 
senatorial district includes a 
number of southeast Missouri 
counties affected by the tax 
commission's order. 


Sets Off Debate. 


The measure set off extended 
debate, with some Senators 
sharply criticizing the tax com- 
mission for insisting upon an 
immediate increase in assess- 
ments, and other Senators de- 
fending its actions. 

Without criticizing the Tax 
Commission, Noble told the Sen- 
ate the bill is necessary in view 
of the present “emergency,” be- 
cause there is at present no 
state law giving some local tax- 
ing authorities the right to 
lewer levies after they have 
been certified. 

He contended the bill would 
protect taxpayers against sub- 
stantially higher tax payments 
which would be forced on them 
if the present tax rates are ap- 
plied to the higher valuations 
ordered by the commission.

“There is no reason why, un- 
der these circumstances, the 
people in these counties should 
be forced to pay more money 
than the local taxing authorities 
require,” he said. 

School Tax Endangered. 


Senator Noel Cox (Rep.), 
Spokane, pointed out that many 
school. districts are holding 
elections shortly to fix their 
local school levies. He said that 
unless legislation is passed which 
guarantees tax reductions on 
higher assessments, the pro- 
posed school levies are likely 
to be defeated by the voters. 

Senator C. R. Hawkins (Rep.), 
Brumley, sought to amend the 
measure to eliminate the manda- 
tory requirement for tax reduc- 
tions, and to permif the taxing 
authorities to lower the rates 
if they wanted to. 

This brought a storm of pro- 
test from other Senators, who 
said that some taxing authori- 
ties might refuse to lower the 
levies in order to “reap a wind- 
fall.” In the face of this strong 
opposition, Hawkins withdrew 
the amendment. 

The Tax Commission was ac- 
cused by Senator Akrley W. 
Frieze (Rep.), Carthage, of be- 
ing “somewhat arbitrary and 
high-handed” for refusing to 


delay the assessment increases 
until next year. He argued that 
the commission should have | 
postponed its order to give local | | 
tax officials ample time to ad- | 
just tax levies and avoid any | 
hardships on taxpayers.

Fuel for the Yalta Fire 


Reversing the stand he fook only last Monday, 
Secretary of State Dulles has now released the 
records of the Yalta conference, held just 10 
years ago as World War II moved toward its 
climax. 

Since Mr. Dulles acted under mounting pres- 
sure of the anti-Eisenhower Republiean element 
in the Senate and since he went .against the 
wishes of the British Government, the first and 


most important conclusion to be drawn is that 


the White House places unity in the Republican 
party ahead of American-British solidarity in 
world affairs. 

Judging by the published summaries.of the 
records of the Roosevelt-Stalin-Churchill meeting 
in the Crimea, February 1945, little that is 
really important or new is to be learned from 


the hitherto secret records. The results of the 


Yalta conference are history and have been 
history for most of a decade. 

Ten years ago the decisions were generally ac- 
cepted as mutually satisfactory. The most press- 
ing matter was agreement on the occupation 
of Germany for, as the conference met, the 
Russian troops were only 46 miles east of Berlin. 
Zones of occupation had to be worked out. 

The basis for a provisional government in 
Poland was developed and along with it plans 
were made for free elections in other countries 
that had been or would be liberated from Hitler’s 
Nazi yoke. The United Nations was anticipated 
with arrangements for the representation of 
these liberated states in the projected world 
organization and by the achievement of a com- 
promise formula for the veto power in the 
Security Council. 

In order to bring Russia into the war against 
Japan, concessions were made and these includ- 
ed, for example, the transfer of the Kurile 
islands to Soviet control, and the recovery of the 
privileges and special rights that Russia held in 
Manchuria prior to the Russo-Japanese war of a 
half century ago. 


Such are the aspects of Yalta that have been 
violently denounced as a “sellout” to Russia. 
The fact is that Stalin himself made important 
concessions to the West. He did so on the oc- 
cupation of Germany, on the status of the liber- 
ated Eastern European states and on proeedures 
in what was to be the U.N. 

Those who view Yalta dispassionately and im 
the context of 1945 conditions, when Russia 
was our ally against Germany and Japan, largely 
agree that the error of Yalta was not in its 
making but in the failure of the Communists to 
carry out its provisions. 

If this is so, then the agreements at Yalta 
have been distorted for partisan purposes. Yalta 
has served as a convenient stick for the Mc- 
Carthys, Bridgeses and Knowlands to beat the 
memory of the President who led the nation in 
World War II and who, incidentally, selected a 
fow-ranking general officer named Dwight D. 
Eisenhower to be Supreme Commander. Appar- 
ently these bitter-end Senators believe there is 
still political “mileage” in Yalta. 


For already the prospect is that the release of 
the records will. fan the controversy rather than 
settle it. The Yalta-shouters are complaining be- 
cause of some omissions requested by Churchill. 
They are demanding a resolution in Congress to 
“repudiate™ the conference and its results. They 
are calling on the President to “keep” a Republi- 
can “promise” to the county in the 1952 cam- 
paign. : 

The reaction in Britain is inevitably bad. What 
was an international matter has been released 
by one of the parties. Here the objection is not 
so much to the result as to the way it was done. 
Churchill undoubtedly feared that his people 
would misunderstand the Roosevelt suggestion 
as to possible return of Hong Kong to China. He 
apparently wanted te spare France a possible 
hurt on the occupation plans for Germany. 

And so to unite the Republican party for 1956, 
the Yalta records are made public at this time. 
That is the appearance today. If this is not the 
fact, President Eisenhower and Secretary Dulles 
will have to make it clear with convincing ex- 
planations. Meantjme the G.O.P.’s anti-Eisen- 
hower wing has a field day! ,

Something New 

Something new and unusual is going into the 
St. Louis public high school curriculum next 
fall.

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What Secretary Humphrey Said 

We are indebted to Congressman Thomas B. 
Curtis of Webster Groves for calling our atten- 
tion to an injustice to Secretary of the Treasury 
Humphrey in these columns last Sunday. 

We took Mr. Humphrey to task for seeming 
to duck responsibility for the “blooper” which 
has turned up in last year’s tax bill, by which 
corporations can get double deductions for cer- 
tain expenses. Mr. Humphrey has admitted 
that the loophole was an error which should be 
corrected, but the Associated Press quoted him 
as telling members of the House Ways and 
Means Committee: 

You gentlemen passed the law. We 
didn’t. If you made a mistake, I’m sorry. 
This quotation, on which we based our com- 

ment, evidently was taken out of context and 
did not accurately express the full sense of Mr. 
Humphrey's testimony. Representative Curtis 
tells us that the unrevised transcript of the 
hearing shows the Secretary as saying to Rep- 
resentative Wilbur D. Mills of Arkansas: 

Answer. Well, Mr. Mills, I don’t know 
what it is you are trying to drive at. You 
gentlemen passed the law. We did not. 


Question. That is the point I am driving 
at, Mr. Secretary. | 

A. If you made-a bad error, I am just 
sorry. For our participation in it, I am 
sorry. I regret that it happened, and I am 
trying to correct it as quickly as possible. 
And I am not trying to pin it on you. 

Q. Mr. Secretary, my point is this, exactly 
the point you make. You attempt to lay the 
blame and the responsibility on this com- 
mittee. 

A. No, I am not. 


At another point in the hearing, Representa- 
tive Curtis reports, Mr. Humphrey referred to 
the loophole as “a mistake that we made in the 
Treasury in the first instance ... a mistake 
that you gentlemen and all of us participated 
in as we went along.” Again he said; “We will 


take our full share of responsibility for it. I 
think we are all involved.” We are glad to set 
the record straight, and we thank Mr. Curtis 
for helping us do so. 
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Are More Policemen Needed? 

Is the St. Louis Police Department large 
enough to handle the increasing frequency of 
major crime within the city? 


This question arises not out of any concern . 


over the quality of current police work. The 
force generally is conceded to be one of the best 
in the United States. The fact remains that 
crime is on the rise. There were 2796 major 
crimes in St Louis last month as compared 
with 2296 for February 1954. This is an increase 
of some 20 per cent. What can be done about it? 
If the Police Department is capable and yet 
the grime rate continues to rise, perhaps there 
are not enough policemen. The Department is 
now 64 men short of its total authorized strength 
of 1915 commissioned officers. This shortage can 
be attributed in large part to the pay scale cur- 
rently in effect. 

Absolute control over St. Louis police pay 


and strength is vested in the Missouri Legisla-' 


ture, which has just approved a bill increasing 
salaries an average of 15.3 per cent. The 
measure now goes to the Governor, who is ex- 
pected_to sign it. Once it takes effect the 
Department ought toe have no difficulty in reach- 
ing its statutory strength ceiling, which has been 
held at its current level since the 1930s. Is that 
ceiling high ¢@hough? Or should it be lifted? 

In the last two years serious efforts have been 
made to make the most efficient possible use of 
manpower under the 1915-man ceiling. Beats 
have been revamped, flying squads of detectives 
have been formed, civilians have been hired to 
act as school crossing guards. The installation of 
electric traffic signals has freed traffic division 
officers for other duty. 


Discriminating use of the one-man police car, 
as practiced in University City, Kansas City and 
other places, might help the Department to fur- 
ther improve from within. This approach has 
been advocated by the Governmental Research 
Institute, but veteran police officers disagree. 

Two years ago Police Board President I. A. 
Long opened a campaign to increase police sal- 
aries and add 80 men to the Department. Neither 
objective was reached since the earnings tax bill 
which would have provided the revenue neces- 
sary failed of passage in the Legislature. 

No such request was made of the current Gen- 
eral Assembly, and it is no secret why. If the 
Department was to be held together higher sal- 
aries were essential. Nothing was to be per- 
mitted to endanger the pay bill. 

Tuesday was the final day for offering new 
bills in the House, and in the last-minute flood 
was one by Representative Joseph W. Martino 
of St. Louis. It would boost the size of the force 
by 95 new officers and require that they be used 
exclusively to patrol beats. 


If there is a “growing need in neighborhoods 
for police protection,” as Mr. Long noted two 
years ago, the Martino bill may turn out to be 
fortunate. The Legislature quits at the end of 
May and will not be back in regular session un- 
til January 1957. If St. Louis needs authority to 
hire more policemen this is the time to act. 
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_  _Consistency—Three Jewels 

Now that the fury of the tax battle has died 
away in the Senate, it is interesting and perhaps 
instructive to note that almost the same battle 
was fought in the same place last June 30. 
Curiously enough, however, the armies, with a 
few notable exceptions, took opposite sides. 

Last year it was the hosts of Republicans in 
the Senate who waged the sacred struggle for 
a $20-per-taxpayer income tax credit. Led by 
Senator Millikin of Colorado they struggled and 
they struggled, and all but one of them voted for 
the tax cut, but the Democrats resisted to a man 
and the measure was defeated.

Two of these Senators, however, opposed the 
$20 tax cut last year only because at that time 
they favored a heavier tax cut in the form of a 
rise in personal exemptions. 

That leaves just three Senators — Holland, 
Byrd and Robertson—who were against a per- 
sonal tax cut of any description both times. It 
may or may not be a coincidence that all three 
of them come from fairly safe constituencies. 
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Matusow Goes to Jail 

Federal Judge Thomason of El Paso has sen- 
tenced perjurer Harvey Matusow to three years 
in prison for criminal contempt of court and 
the so-called “turnabout” witness has gone to 
jail, unable to make $10,000 bond. + 

The Judge says that Matusow has tried to 
obstruct justice to serve his own personal ends. 
Matusow has done this, Judge Thomason says, 
by asserting that the witness lied in the 1953 
trial of Clinton Jencks, official of the Mine, Mill 
and Smelter Workers Union, who was convicted 
of lying in a non-Communist affidavit filed in 
compliance with the Taft-Hartley law. . 

That something should be done about Harvey 
Matusow is very clear. That he ought to wind up 
behind bars for lying under oath is equally 
clear. And so there will be very few to object 
to Judge Thomason’s contempt finding and sen- 
tence against this professional informer. 

But it would be stopping much too soon 
merely to put Matusow in prison. Locking him 
up is not enough. What about the others who 
may have knewn that he was lying? Matusow 
says that Roy M. Cohn, for example, not only 
knew he was not telling the truth but in effect 
coached him in what to say. Two witnesses who 
testified as to “Communist connections” of Ed- 
ward O. Lamb in the Erie (Pa.) television case, 
now say they lied and that they were induced 
to give false testimony by employes of the 
Federal Communications Commission, There 
have been still other repudiations. 

Harvey Matusow must pay the penalty of the 
law for his lies under oath. So also must any 
others who lied or were parties to lies for what- 
ever reason in subversion cases. If Attorney 
General Brownell does not intend to make a 
thorough, determined investigation of the ugly 
informer business with its practice of lying 
under oath, then Congress will have no choice 
but to dig into it. Nothing in all the country 
more urgently needs ventilation.

Thus President Eisenhower en- 
joys with a Democratic by-your- 
leave what President Roosevelt 
arranged as a matter of strategy.

President Roosevelt was able 
to remake the Democratic party 
in his image, into a Roosevelt 
New Deal party. The strange 
assortment that he pieced to- 
gether through the influence of 
his personality and his genius 
for political compromise held to- 
gether for quite a while. 

It must be remembered that 
he was helped in his task of re- 
creating a temporary new party 
by the momentum developed at 
the very start that carried the 
Democrats on to win their first 
off-year election test, the 1934 


congressional elections, and to 


break a precedent of modern 
times by gaining seats in both 
branches of Congress. 


Man Without Party. 


Customarily the party in pow- 
er loses seats in off-year elec- 
tions. This gave President 
Roosevelt such power over his 
party as is seldom enjoyed by a 
President. 

By contrast, the Republican 
party not only lost seats in the 
first special elections in the 
Eisenhower regime, but actually 
lost control of Congress at mid- 
term. 

Gen. Eisenhower has not been 
able to generate the momentum 
of the triumphant, _ ecstatic 
Roosevelt beginning. That in 
itself indicated that he has been 
able to make little headway in 
creating an Eisenhower party. 

Yet there he—‘Ike’’—stands, 
above the battle, to confound 
the Democrats. a 

There may be some advantage 
in being a man without a party 
—as is the President, sym- 
bolically. :

What is an unrelated civilian 
center? In the President's mes-

Although “related” is used in 
a different sense, if these are

As to precision, what the Sec- 
retary said was in error if he 
was referring to atomic bombs. 
As to not endangering civilian 
centers, he left himself an “out” 
of such magnitude that his para- 
graph had no meaning in this 
sense. 

It did have an important mean- 
ing concerning his much dlis- 
cussed deterrent strategy. It 
means he believes that atomic 
weapons can be used “tactically” 
in small wars “without endan- 
gering unrelated civilian cen- 
ters.” 

Extension of Strategy. 


When the deterrent strategy 
was explained in January 1954 
by Dulles in an address before 
the Foreign Policy Association 
in New York, it was obviously 
an extension of our existing de- 
terrent strategy, from holding 
back only an aggression leading 
to a general war, to small wars. 

This caused so much objec- 
tion that the Secretary started 
hastily backing away from his 
original pronouncement. He 
seemed to reverse himself again 
when he returned from the De- 
cember meeting of the NATO 
Council in Europe. At his press 
conference Dec. 21 he _ said:

—Remington Rand, Inc., and 
Sperry Corp. plan to set up a 
new corporation if their pro- 
posed merger goes through, a 
source close to both companies 
said today. The two firms, both 
big in the field of electronics, 
announced last night that they 
were negotiating for a merger 
or consolidation. 

The source said that under 
the plan, common shares of the 
new company would be _ ex- 
ehanged at the ratio of 3% 
shares for one share of Sperry 
common and two shares of Rem- 
ington Rand common.

An enterprising Carolina gen- 
tleman who obtained a packet of 
rice from the captain of a sail- 
ing vessel bound for Liverpool 
from Madagascar but stranded 
in the Charleston harbor by an 
ill wind is credited with start- 
ing the rice industry in this 
country. Today the rice growing 
area has moved on to Arkansas, 
Mississippi, Louisiana, Texas 
and California, with Jast year’s 
harvest amounting to almost six 
billion pounds of rough rice.

TEAMSTERS WIN PENSION

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KENNAN STUDYING 
ATE ENVOYS PAPER 


Many Problems With Russia 
Forecast in Francis Collec- 
tion Here, He Says. 


(Picture in Everyday Magazine.) 


George F. Kennan, former 
United States Ambassador to 
Russia, was in St. Louis today 
to begin a study of the papers 
of the late David R. Francis of 
St. Louis, who.was the last 
United States envoy to the court 
of the Czar.’ 


Institute for Advanced Study at 
Princeton, N.J., plans to spend 
five days examining the Francis 
collection at the Missouri His- 
torical Society, in connection 
with research he is conducting 
into the early period of Soviet- 
American relations. 

He will concentrate on the 
momentous two years—1916 to 
1918— when Francis, as Wood- 
row Wilson’s envoy to Russia, 
witnessed the Bolshevik revolu- 
tion and the overthrow of Czar 
Nicholas II. 

In an interview, Kennan said 
many current problems of Amer- 
ican diplomacy “are forecast and 
mirrored” 


fore anyone thought of the pos- 
sibility of a cold war.” 


problems posed for American 
statesmanship at that time by 
the collapse of the Czarist gov- 
ernment are similar to those 
which have confronted us since 
the collapse of China.” 

Historical Society Praised. _ 
Kennan, a leading American 
expert on the Soviet Union, said 
the historical society “has made 
a very significant contribution 
to understanding of American 
foreign policy of that period” by 
cataloguing the Francis papers 
and making them available to 
scholars. 

He described the papers as an 
“important collection” and said 
the society “has done a magnifi- 


order. 


United States and Russia in the 
two or three years directly after 
the revolution. 

“IT hope to show what caused 
the two governments to act the 
way they did, and by studying 
our reactions at an earlier date, 
make comparisons with the 
present,” he explained. 

“There are many similarities 
—the problem of whether to 
recognize a government we 
don’t like is one. The general 
problem of the conduct of 
United States foreign policy in 
wartime is another.” 


Pointing to the present prob- 
lem of recognition of Red China, 
Kennan noted that the Soviet 
Communist regime was not rec- 
ognized by the United States 
until 16 years after the revolu- 
tion. 

Kennan, who retired in 1953 
after 27 years as a career for- 
eign service officer, was Amer- 
ican ambassador to Russia in 
1952 and 1953, but served only 
five months in the Soviet Union, 
leaving after the Kremlin de- 
clared him personally unaccept- 
able. 

He {is credited with being the 
first to describe the Truman 
Administration’s policy of “‘con- 
tainment” of Communism, Now 
51 years old, he is planning a 
book on the early period of 
Soviet-American relations. 

Former St. Louis Mayor. 

Francis, who died in 1927, 
served as Mayor of St. Louis, 
Governor of Missouri and Sec- 
retary of the Interior in the 


‘cabinet of President Grover 


Cleveland, in addition to the 
Russian post. 

A prolific letter writer and 
outspoken commentator on the 
issues of his time, the collection 
of his papers contains an esti- 
mated 50,000 pieces of corres- 
pondence and documents.” 

Francis was a lone figure in 
urging immediate United States 
action against the Bolsheviks 
after the revolution and the 
Russian surrender in “World 
War I 

“Only a few American intel- 
lectuals at the turn of the cen- 
tury — Brooks Adams and his 
brother Henry Adams and Al- 
fred Mahan among them—had 
recognized the potential danger 
posed by Russia,” Kennan noted. 

The Francis papers lay un- 
sorted in the society archives 
for many years until a son, 
Thomas Francis of St. Louis, 
made funds available- for the 
cataloguing. The work has been 
going on for about a year under 
the supervision of Charles Van 
Ravenswaay, director of the 
society, and Mrs. Clinton A. 
Bliss. 

Kennan declined comment on 
the State Department’s action 
yesterday in releasing the long- 
secret records of the Yalta con- 
ference, saying the Yalta papers 
“speak for themselves—we will 
have to let public discussion 
take its course.” ! 


NEW SUBMARINE BELIEVED 
FASTEST FOR SHORT DISTANCE 


WASHINGTON, March 17 
(AP)—Tests of the new Navy 
submarine Albacore indicate it 
is the fastest undersea boat in 
the world for comparatively 
short distances. It may become 
the pattern for future atomic 
submarines, Navy officials say. 


The Albacore has been mak- 
ing test performances for about 
a year. It is designed like a 
teardrop, nearer a true fish- 
like form than other submarines. 

The top speed of the Albacore 
has not been disclosed. Navy 
officials, in discussing it last 
night, said it can move at top 
speed for only comparatively 
short distances because it is 
powered by electric storage bat- 
teries and electric motor. The 
batteries “drain comparatively 
fast. 


A Navy spokesman said the 
Albacore is faster than the new 
atomic submarine the Nautilus 
“for short periods of time.” But 
he added that the Nautilus “has 
the fastést sustained speed of 
any submarine yet built.” It 
can travel at full speed for days 
or weeks, insofar as the engine 
is concerned. The submerged 
speed of the Nautilus was re- 
ported as 20 knots,

What's more, the patron saint 
of all the Irish wasn’t even born 
in Ireland. Authorities differ on 
whether he was born in Scot- 
land, England, Wales or France 
—but it surely wasn’t Ireland. 
He was sent there by Pope 
Celestin and proved a most ef- 
fective missionary, 

But, the Irish being a race 
noted for their consistent incon- 
sistencies, perhaps its only right 
and proper that so many mis- 
conceptions should have grown 
up about their patron saint. As 
Chesterton once wrote:

I have no relatives near enough to give me help, except 
my mother, who doesn’t care to give me the slightest as- 
sistance in any way. So I can’t go out with my husband, 
and if I suggest that he let me go out alone, he replies, 
‘Don’t think for a minute that I’m going to stay here while 
you go out to have a good time.’ Of course, he himself 
goes out alone whenever he feels like it. 
“What can I do, Dr. Popenoe? I’m tired and nervous 
and need to get away from the house occasionally even 
if only to walk aroyad the block. I haven't been to a movie 
since 1951, and we can’t afford a television set. Must I 
166k forward to this kind of life, and nothing else, for the 
next 10 years?”

~ IF YOU DID LEAD that kind of a life for the next 10 
years, Mrs. O’M., you’d be ready for a sanitarium. It 
would be easy for me to call your husband some hard 
nemes, which he deserves, but that wouldn’t solve your 
problem. There are several things that you might do 
for yourself. 

~ If you are a church or lodge member, it, might be 
possible to find some woman, perhaps even an elderly 
uiimarried woman, with some leisure and a fondness for 
children, who would be glad to relieve you for an oc- 
easional afternoon or evening. 


IF YOU HAVE SOME SPECIAL SKILL, you may be 
able to trade it for baby-sitting: Many a mother in your 
position can give special tutoring to some high-school girl, 
or do sewing and mending for some woman who works 
outside the home (not that you don’t have enough of this 
to do already but this is a desperate situation) with whom 
you can trade. There may be any one of a score of other 
sérvices that you have for barter.

You'll take someone else’s children 
with yours for one afternoon a week; she’ll do the same 
for you. This is the simplest, easiest, and cheapest way in 
which any mother can meet this problem.

A Missionary for World Fellowship 


That's Dr. O. Walter Wagner, Now Striving to Aid German Churches in Fight on Communism

URING the early days of 

World War II Dr. O. Walter 

Wagner, then pastor of St. 
John’s Evangelical and Re- 
ormed Church in Jackson, 

ich., took the stand that, “The 
Christian Church cannot be at 
war.” Before the war was over, 
his church had adopted 23 war 
orphans and collected more 
clothing, food, and money for 
war victims than any other 
church in its Synod. 

This intense interest in the 
problems of a torn and trou- 
bled world has continued until 
Dr. Wagner,.for the past five 
years executive secretary of the 
Metropolitan Church Federation’ 
of St. Louis, now occupies a 
place as one of the hardest 
working churchmen of _ the 
world, a full time missionary 
for world fellowship. As world 
rebuilding began, he became 
convinced that, “Just as the 
church cannot ever be at war, 
so the Christian cannot ever be 
unconcerned about his neigh- 
bor. Today his neighbor is 
everybody in the world.” 

Three of Dr. Wagner‘s post- 
war trips resulted in concrete 
aid to neighbors around she 
world. In 1946, a visit as Euro- 
pean overseer for the “Save the 
Children Foundation” imbued 
him with an enthusiasm which 
he imparted to the Mayor of 
Kalamazoo, Mich., one Henry 
Ford Jr. The outcome was that 
the town of Kalamazoo adopted 
the French town of Fougeres 
and helped in its reconstruc- 
tion. 

His second trip, a personal- 
ized relief program for his own 
denomination, brought Church 
World Service contributions 
which rebuilt many of the rub- 
ble churches of Germany. Last 
year, Heifer Project, Inc., an in- 
terfaith relief agency interested 
in restocking devastated areas 
with domestic animal life, sent 
him on a 27,000-mile trip to the 
Far East, a trip which included 
the chaperoning of a planeload 
of $20,000 worth of bees. The 
biggest single result of this trip 
was the collection of funds to 
build a hospital at Hong Kong 
for tubercular children of refu- 
gee camps. ‘ 

Last month, Dr. Wagner went 
on a fourth overseas trip, a 
month’s visit to Germany as one 
of 15 “Church and Charity” 
guests of the Free German Re- 
public, and again he has re- 
turned with a zeal to help. 
Only this time it is not in re- 
building or humanitarian care 
that he is interested but the 
challenging battle of ideologies 
that is -going on between the 
Communists and the Christians 
in East Germany. : 

“In many ways my former 
trips offered simpler jobs,” he 
says. “It is easy to appeal to 
people to help a sick child or a 
ruined church. But how do you 
dramatize the struggle for men’s 
minds and the heroic efforts a 
persecuted church is making to 
keep its faith? Yet it must be 
done.” 

» * #* 

HE son of a German pastor 

who left his native land be- 

cause of Prussian militarism, 
Dr. Wagner found it appropriate 
that he should return to Ger- 
many at a time of emphasis on 
both religion and democracy. 
The two major subjects in Ger- 
many, he found, are reunifica- 
tion and rearmament, and both 
are discussed with great free- 
dom of speech. 

“There was no unanimity of 
rearmament,” he says. “On re- 
unification, I didn’t find a sin- 
gle German who wasn’t in favor 
of it. Everyone wants a reunited 
Germany and everyone was di- 
vided on how to get it. It’s un- 
fortunate in a way and yet it 
bears testimony to the new dem- 
ocratic regime. Under Hitler, 
everyone said, ‘Ja, Ja.’ Now ev- 
eryone grasps onto the oppor- 
tunity to express his own point 
of view.” 

The striking first impression 
he found was the rebuilding of 
everything in Germany. 

“When I left in the fall of '48 
after my last visit, everything 
was at a standstill,” he recalls. 
“People had no money, cities 
were in rubble. Here I come 
back and the cities are buzzing 
with automobiles, stores are 
crowded with good things, one 
sees building going on every- 
where. You get the impression 
of a Texas oil town booming 
along. That is less true in Ber- 
lin, which someone has called 
an island in a Red sea. In East 
Berlin, all the rebuilding has 
been concentrated in a show 
piece a block and a half long on 
one street. Most of the West 
sector is still in ruins.” 

But even bigger than the re- 
vived economy, he found, is the 
role the church is playing in the 
life of Germany today. 

“There is a resurgence of

faith in Germany that is breath- 
taking,” he says. “It is notice- 
able in two things, first in the 
Kirchentags, which are not 
church days as the name implies 
but week-long festivals of faith. 
Never before has the layman 
had any part in the life of the 
German church. Now for the 
first time, lay people are inquir- 
ing about what the Christian 
gospel means in terms of their 
daily life.” 

Although church membership 
in Germany often numbers as 
high as 10,000 to a church, at- 
tendance has been low and Ger- 
man churchmen were eager to 
learn from the American lead- 
ers how they attracted such 
high attendance. But this, too, is 
being altered by another new 
development, the “academies,” a 
type of adult education meeting 
where persons from all walks of 
life gather to discuss religion. 

“These were brought about 
after the collapse when a 
vacuum of utter despair came 
into the lives of the people,” Dr. 
Wagner says. “The men who had 
resisted in that underground 
movement termed the confessing 
church joined in a statement of 
guilt in which they shared in the 
blame for the atrocities even 
though many of them had been 
imprisoned at the time. 

“This complete honesty of con- 
fession aroused the desire on the 
part of others, lawyers, doctors, 
industrialists, laborers, artists, 
to talk to these men. They ob- 
tained the only property avail- 
able, often forgotten castles, and 
made retreat centers out of them 
and here the academies are held. 
To sit in on their sessions and 
see the hunger with which they 
grapple with the meaning of 
life is to touch one of the power- 
ful movements of our day.”

try lies, and where, incidentally 
his father’s old church is located, 
that deserves the support of 
church people here, he feels.

If it had no youth 
groups, it is allowed none now, 
Congregations are permitted to 
meet oniy in groups of 10 other 
thap- at these prescribed meet- 
ings, another measure intended 
to choke out church life. Mean- 
while young people in Soviet 
schools are indoctrinated daily 
with anti-church propaganda. 
A third-grade reader which Dr. 
Wagner obtained from an es- 
capee family shocked him in its 
idolatry of the state, its com- 
plete washing out of Christian 
values. The picture, however, is 
not entirely dark. 

‘‘Because at night children are 
with their families and the fami- 
lies have devotions,” Dr. Wagner 
says. “While I was there, the 
Communists demanded a youth 
oath of complete allegiance and 
here they blundered in strategy. 
They demanded it at a time 
when young people were prepar- 
ing for the confirmation season. 

“The biggest bishop said, ‘This 
is an issue with no. middle 
ground’ Either our young peo- 
ple make their confirmation vows 
or they give allegiance to the 
Communists.’ The result was 
that 90’per cent of the youth

a revelation not only to the Com- 
munists but to the church 
leaders.” 


This very victory has created 
problems, Youths who do not 
sign the oath lose state com- 


pensation for education, social 
security, privileges of youth hos- 
tels and attractive recreational 
programs. Meanwhile churches 
must compete although they can 
meet only in groups of 10 and 
have few trained lay leaders. 
Each weekend hundreds of these 
leaders go to West Berlin for 
training courses, and hundreds 
more go to libraries where they 
may read the forbidden Chris- 
tian literature. All these’ pro- 
grams need money, for training, 
for books, for building. 


Dr. Wagner, who paired off 
with Dr, Harry Zellar of Mc- 
Pherson, Kan., for most of his 
tour, visited with leading state 
and churchmen, among them Dr, 
Eugene Gerstenmaier, Bundes- 
tag president; Bishops Otto Di- 
belius and H. Wilm, and Dr. 
Martin Niemoeller, who told him 
that never before had he seen 
such contrast between rich and 
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poor in Germany. He visited the 
“herd core” of human misery, 
the thousands of homeless ‘and 
displaced in camps, saw escapees 
being screened. Some of his 
experiences were lighter ones, 
at theater and opera, and he had 
the heart-warming experience of 
hearing Berlin audiences cheer 
Verdi's “Nabucco,” an opera 
barred by Hitler which glorifies 
the Jews’ love of freedom. 

Each night, regardless of the 
lateness of the hour, Dr. Wag- 
ner jotted down his impressions 
in a journal and it is these 
impressions which he hopes to 
share with American church 
groups. He has ample opportu- 
nity to reach listeners in his 
capacity as president of the Na- 
tional Association of Council 
Secretaries, and in his tremen- 
dous co-ordinating job with the 
Metropolitan Church Federation 
here.

S a slight example, last year 

he attended 671 meetings 

and gave 240 major ad- 
dresses. He attends not only the 
typical luncheon meetings of the 
civic figure, but begins his day 
early with “briefing breakfasts.” 
The program of the Church Fed- 
eration is huge in scope, with 
four distinct divisions: the admin- 
istrative, relationship between 
churches, building of new 
churches, etc.; Christian educa- 
tion; spiritual ministries, which 
includes such things as the cur- 
rent Lenten services, radio and 
TV programs, chaplain programs 
in hospitals and institutions, 
counseling; and Christian com- 
munity action, labor and indus- 
try, racial and cultural problems, 
such as integration. . 

A Webster Groves family man, 
Dr. Wagner has a wife who is 
equally interested in community 
and world problems (“our fam- 
ily powerhouse,” he admiringly 
terms her), and three sons, Dave, 
a medical student at St. Louis 
University, Jon, a third genera- 
tion student at Elmhurst Col- 
lege, and Tom, who is on the 
Webster Groves high school stu- 
dent council. 

Before he left Germany to re- 
turn to his life here, Dr. Wagner 
concluded his Journal with a 
summary of his impressions. 
Among them, he pointed out 
that everywhere he met with ex- 
pressions of gratitude to the 
United States on the part of 
the German people. On our 
side, he adds, we might well be 
grateful tp the role the Protes- 
tant Church of Germany has 
been playing in the world crisis, 
As one German church leader, 
Hans Grueber put it, “Com- 
munism can never win in Ger- 
many, not when the people have 
the Bible in their hands and 
pastors have the Bible in their 
hearts.” 

Dr. Wagner hopes to return 
to Germany next year, perhaps 
to attend the next Kirchentag.

Nowa 
when pair meets pair in the 
average duplicate tournament, 
several minutes must spent in 
listening to and digesting the 
special conventions that each 
pair proposes to use. 

If all or most of these bidding 
gadgets were of proved value, 
a good case could be made for 
their acceptance even at the cost 
of time and patience, but the 
hard fact is that many of them 
do nothing to increase the bid- 
ing efficiency of any partner- 
ship. Indeed, there is evidence

A. It is common for lizards to 
hibernate during cold weather.

Some go down only a few inches, 
but others dig to a depth of 
several feet. In general, the cold- 
er the weather, the deeper they 
go, but the depth also depends 
on the soil. In soft, loose soil a 
lizard is likely to dig down much 
farther,

A. Yes, it is common for the 
tail to be a storage place for fat.

A. Some of them seem to be 
glad to give up their tails when 
they are being pursued. Geckos 
are among the lizards wnicna poy- 
form this trick.
